The Danger from the Importation ol 

In wiiii 

An abstract of J. 8. Palmer** essny 
tm "The Danger of Introducing Nox 
ions Animals ami Bird*" appears ii 
Our Animal Friends. There arc sev 
eral societies in this country for the 
expn .v i > 1 1 rpose of purchasing and im- 
porting European birds. One society 
i in Cinrinnnti has contributed $9,000 
Jf to this object, and other cities have 
raised considerable sums. Our con 
temporary thinks it would be well 
that all such experiments should be 
made under the sanction of govern- 
ment experts of the departmentof ag- 
riculture. In addition to voluntary 
importations it often happens that 
animals are unintentionally brought 
into the country, as trading vessels 
have carried the European house 
mouse all over the globe, and the in- 
troduction of rabbits into Australia 
is perhaps the most striking example 
of the dangers of unconsidered im- 
portations. They were introduced for 
purposes of sport, and were liberated 
near Melbourne in 1864. Within 12 
years they had tpread over the coun- 
try and becamea veritable plague, and 
millions of dollars have been 6pent 
for bounties, poisons and other meth- 
ods of destruction. Thousands of 
miles of rabbit-proof fences have been 
built, and in 1887 no less than 19.- 
182,539 rahbits were destroyed in 
New South Wales alone, and the rab- 
bits seem to be on the increase. The 
little Indian mongoose was imported 
into Jamaica to cope with a plague of 
rat* and proved mo6t effective, but 
after it had destroyed the rats it 
turned its attention to the domestic 
animals and poultry, so that the is- 
landers would now be glad if they 
could get rid of the pests. Such are 
a few examples of the danger of dis- 
turbing nature's balance.

Largely Uaed In England to Secure 
Pantomime Coga^ementa. 

It is only those engaged in the pro- 
duction of pantomimes v. bo know 
what an enormous rush there is at this

cast of such shows, and the fact may 
well be noted by those \»bo have- a 
leaning for the stage as a profession.

When there were, say, 
only about a score of persons to play

obtaining of theatrical engagement"* 
that certain photographers in London 
agree to accept payment only after 
their sitters have obtained engage- 
ments, and vast numbers of picture;

solute fact that at one of the Manches- 
ter theaters there were received in the 
four last months of last year more 
than a thousand photographs from 
people asking for pantomime engage- 
ments, but, of course, it was often the 
case that one applicant would send a 
dozen or more different pictures- 
London Tit-Bits.

Freshest Not Always the Strongest -Ef- 
fect of Adding Salt 
Some people care for nothing but 
lemon on raw oysters, but there are 
others who desire horseradish. D6tial- 
ly such folk regard the strongest 
horseradish as the best, but an expe- 
rienced vendor of the condiment, 
Peter O'Neill, of Castle Valley, pooh 
poohs this point of view. "Why 
should the strong horseradish be con- 
sidered good?" says he. "It brings 
tears to your eyes and lifts the top 
of your head off and makes you want 
to sneeze. It has no taste whatever. 
The mild horseradish, that which has 
stood awhile, is the best and pleasunt- 
est always. There is nothing so fool- 
ish as to think that the strong, biting 
kind is the fresli — that is the reason 
hy it is preferred to the mild sort — 
for the very stalest, weakest horse- 
radish can be made in 20 minutes 
strong enough to blow your head off. 
All you need to do is to add salt to it. 
Try this somo time. Just take any 
old horseradish, dump in a spoonful 
of salt and then notice the difference.

Hundreds of mountain Republi< 
cans Move on the Capital 
by Special Train. 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 24.— The 
second Republican army of intimi- 
dation, composed of soldiers in the 
guise of witnesses before the Con- 
test Board, is expected to arrive 
here tomorrow morning from the 
mountain counties.

RAILWAY RATES GO UP. 



An Increase, of Ten Per Cent On 
Many Roads. 



Chicago, Jan. 24.— Rates on neai 
ly 200 articles will be advanced by 
the roads west of Chicago by 
classification that will go into 
feet in that territory this wc 
The increase in charges will a 1 
age about 10 per cent, though 
many cases the advance is more 
and will affect every article re- 
ceived by railroads for shipment. 
The rates have not been advanced 
directly, but the result is the same. 
Instead of dealing with the rates 
the articles affectd have been placed 
in higher classifications. 

Merchants and shippers through- 
out the affected territory, which is 
bounded by a line down through 
Chicago and St. Louis on the east 
and the Pacific Coast on the w 
the Canadian line on the north and 
the Gulf of Mexico on the south, 
protesting vigorously against 
advance. 

A meeting of the representatives 
of the railroads and the protesting 
shippers will be held in Chicago 
Feb. 6 to discuss the classification. 
More that 200 roads are to use the 
new classification.

TITLES IN AMERICA. 

In Harked Contrast with the European 
Custom. 

We arc monstrously fond of titles 
in the United State*. A little while 
ago a federal judge in a western ter- 
ritory told me that if be should re- 
ceive a letter that was no! addressed 
to "The Honorable" he woald decline 
to read it, taking for granted that the 
writer desired to treat him with 
indignity. This recalls the story of 
the Georgia lawyer who had been ele- 
vated to the bench. ITis wife said to 
him : "Law, John, if you be judge, 
what beir 

"Oh, was Hie ungallant reply, "you 
will be the same old fool you always 
were." 

But it is not unheard of forwiv. >| of 
men of rank to take the husband's ti- 
tles. All ofus have heard of "Mr- Gen. 
Smith," of .Mrs. Dr. Jones," and even 
of "Mrs. Rev. Brown." When I weni 
to school I was taught that this was a 
vulgar practice, and that idea hns 
still some vitality, though I do not 
know that it deserves it. If wc use the 
husband's title in addressing the wife 
by way of description and identifica- 
tion, it has a certain use; if we use it 
merely to flatter, that is another mat- 
ter. In continental Europe this form 
of address is almost universal. 

As a matter of fact, most of the 
titles of courtesy used in this country 
are quite unwarranted. When the 
.matter was discussed in the conven- 
tion which framed the constitution 
of the United States, titles were 
threshed over extensively. It was 
proposed to cr.l! *)he president "II is 
Majesty," "nrf'TTighness," "II 
Mightiness" and 'His Excellency." 
But the plain sense of the plain peo- 
ple prevailed, and our chief executive, 
who wields a power greater than any 
constitutional sovereign in the world, 
is merely "The President." If w 
have had it decided for us that wc ar 
not to call our chief official any of 
these things, it seems absurd that 
lesser officers should be so called. And 
it is absurd, and, except in Mnssaohi 
setts, without warrant of law. In 
Massachusetts it was gravely decreed 
that the governor should be "His Ex 
ecllcnc}-," and the lieutenant govern 
or "The Honorable."

OFFICERS IN BATTLE. 

Should Not Needlessly Expose Them- 
selves to the Enemy's Eire. 

That British tradition about 
standing up und«r fire doesn't hold 
good among American officers," said 
llaj. & F. Bates, late of the Eight- 
eenth, speaking with the authority of 
32 years consecutive service. "We 
don't do it for several reasons. It 
isn't safe and it isn't sensible, and it 
isn't just to the men. A soldier is, or 
ought to be, a machine. He is there 
simply to do the lighting, and the offi- 
cers are there to do the thinking. No 
ie man can do both at the Bathe time, 
d if the officers are killed the t roops 
are like an engine without an engi- 
— very likely to go to smash, 
sequent ly an officer who needless- 
ly exposes himself is wronging his 
men. There are moments, of course, 
when it is necessary to enthuse and 
encourage them — usually just before 
a charge — and then the chap with the 
boulder straps must be ready to jump 
up and rush to the front; but I am 
*king of the general rule during a 
donged engagement. 
"The British theory that it trervei 
and 'heartens' the men on the ground 
tn see officers strolling around smok- 
ing cigarettes in a hail of bullets 
strikes me as all nonsense. I don't 
know of anything more demoralizing 
to men lying under lire thun the sight 
of their leaders being shot down be- 
fore their eyes. How could it possibly 
have made the soldiers at (ilencoeany 
cooler to see nearly every one of their 
officers get up and fall down again 
riddled with bullets? The great point 
in battle is to have the troops ready 
and wiling to advance at the word, 
and it's hard to make them do it after 
such an object lesson in the danger 
of rising from cover. In the Philip- 
pines our company officers lay down 
with the men until the word Came to 
charge. Then they sprang up, yelled 
'Come on, boys!' and carried off the 
affair with a rush and a hurrah. It

Inasmuch as Lord Roberts with 
characteristic modesty refruins from 
giving any description In his book as 
to how he won his Victoria cross, the 
only reference to the matter being u 
brief mention in n footnote of three 
lines, to the effect that it bud been 
awarded to him. It may be ju&t us 
well to stnte that It was conferred up- 
on him not for one, but for several 
feats of conspicuous gallantry ut the 
battle of Kliodiifrunfre, during the 
mutiny. In one instance he rescued 
a regimental flug from several Sepoys, 
uttacking them single-bunded and cut- 
ting two of them down, the others 
taking to Bight. On the same dny he 
rescued a wounded native oflicer from 
several Sepoys, killing one of the lat- 
ter on the spot by a sweep of the 
saber, which literally split the man's 
skull.
